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Oakland Is 
Target for 
Urban Aid 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Johnson administration plans to 
step up its unemployment aid 
to Oakland, Calif., as the first 
target in an effort to rebuild 
the nation's cities. 


Eugene P. Foley, assistant 


secretary 
of commerce 
and 


head of the Economic Develop- 
ment Administration, will an- 
nounce in Oakland on Friday 
the approval of $15 million in 
projects to create 1,500 perma- 
nent jobs. 


This will be the largest phase 


by far in the agency's efforts 
to pump massive federal aid 
into the city to help minority 
groups 
which 
have 
been 


plagued 
by 
unemployment 


which recent studies showed has 
reached 20 per cent of the labor 
force, the agency said. 
The agency has already 65; des- 
ignated 
Oakland for 
massive 


federal aid and has approved 
four projects to help the com- 
munity. All, however, are small 
when compared with the plans 
to be detailed by Foley on Fri- 
day. 


These will include a $10-mil- 


lion hangar 
to be leased to

A—An overactive thyroid 


itoxic goiter) is one cause of 
extreme nervousness. If this 
is the cause of your daughter's 
trouble she will have a rapid 
pulse, a fine tremor of her 
hands and some degree of pro 
trusion of her eyeballs. In the 
early stages these symptom? 
are best evaluated by a physi- 
cian as they can easily be 
missed by a layman. 


If she has a toxic goiter her 


thyroid should be removed. 
Medical treatment with pro- 
pylthiouracil is effective 
in 


younger persons but in those 
who are over 25 it cannot be 
relied on to control this dis- 
ease. 


Q—I had almost all of my

A—In the past it was cus 


tomary to remove about (i 7 
of the thyroid of persons with 
toxic goiters but recurrences 
are so common following this 
operation that many surgeons 
now advise removing all of the 
gland and then giving thyroid 
extract. The dosage must be 
carefully adjusted to individ- 
ual needs 


(•J—I have been taking Tap 


azole for two months for a 
nodule in my thyroid and 
overactivity of the gland. How 
long must 1 take this drug'.' Is 
it dangerous'.' Should 1 have 
the gland removed? 


A—This drug is given to 


get patients in better shape 
for removal of the thyroid and 
to p a t i e n t s who for some 
reason cannot be operated on. 
Some persons are hypersensi- 
tive to this drug and should 
not take it. It is not other- 
wise dangerous but at best it 
is a stop-gap to be used until 
your goiter can be removed. 


Q—My son, 16, was hospital- 


ized for an inflammation of 
his thyroid. What could cause 
this?

A—Acute thyroiditis with

of Ford Motor Co., told a House 
committee in behalf of the auto 
manufacturers: 


"We favor a strong role for 


the federal government in set- 
ting vehicle safety performance 
standards." 


The industry 
contended i n 


earlier. congressional testimony 
that it-should be allowed to set 
car safety standards. But many 
members of Congress have de- 
manded strong federal stand- 
ards. 


In 
a 
64-page 
statement 


prepared for the House Com- 
merce Committee, Bugas said. 
"Today's U.S-builty cars are the 
safest in our history." 


But he added that the rising 


traffic toll demands "develop- 
ment of nationally uniform and 
legally binding vehicle safety 
standards." 


"We believe," he said, "that 


the federal government should 
have the ultimate authority and 
duly under appropriate guide- 
lines to establish the standards 
applicable to the manufacture 
and first sale of the vehicle, and 
that the states should be encour- 
aged to enact similar standards 
and enforce them during the 
vehicle's useful life." 


Bugas' statement 
also en- 


dorsed administration proposals 
for research into accidents and 
for development of highway 
safety programs. It went one 
step beyond t h e administration 
bill's provision that the secre- 


-. tary of commerce — or secre- 


tary of transportation if such a 
position is created — have the 
power to set safety standards if 
he deemsthem necessary. 


Bugas ' said 
the secretary 


should be required to set "legal- 
ly binding" standards. 


Three weeks ago Bugas urged 


the Senate Commerce Commit- 
tee to let the industry show 
what it can do voluntarily be- 
fore any government standards 
are imposed. 


He also said then that federal 


standards were not necessary 
but that Congress could always 
pass legislation later if it was 
no t satisfied with industry ef- 
forto 


In his testimony today, Bugas 


objected to some parts ot the 
administration bill, su^h as "too 
severe" penalties and the use of 
broad terms that refer to stand- 
ards 
as 
"appropriate" 
and 


"adequate." 


And he urged that states be 


given a role in development and 
enforcement of standard.

HOUSTON, Tex. (AP) — Mar- 


cel DeRudder, died at 2:04 a.m. 
today of a possible rupture of 
his bronchia or trachea as a 
partial artificial heart device 
implanted in his chest almost 
six days ago continued to func- 
tion. 


The retired coal miner from 


Weslville, 111. who had 
suffered 


serious heart trouble for many 
years, had lived for six days in 
the quiet world of unconscoius- 
ness following the dramatic sur- 
gery last Thursday. 


A Methodist Hospital spokes-

He said death "was probably 


produced by a rupture of the 
bronchia or trachea," but that 
the exact cause of death could 
not be determined until comple- 
tion of a post-mortem examina- 
tion.
